“him of radicalism. Yet today 


he is an influential, though as 
yet unavowed, supporter of Mr. 
Bevan. Neither he nor Mr. 
Strachey, nor those who think 
like them, are likely for the 
moment to rebel openly against 
Mr. Attlee's leadership. 

It follows that if a split were 
to take place aiong the lines 
indicated by last week's voting, 
it would result in the slightly 
cumical situation of leaving 
Mr. Bevan in charge of an 
army he has no wish to lead.
